Support if It Is Needed.

THEIR MILITARY CORF'S IX LINE

Yesterday's Quarterly Convention of the
C. T. A. U, Takes Actiom om the
Venezuclan Matter — Other Im-
portent (nestions Comsidered.

Ogne hundred and twenty delegates
representing the sovietles of the second
district of the Catholle Total Absti-
nence union in quarterly convention in
St John's hall, Pine Brook. yesterday
adopited resolutions endorsing the action
of the president of the United States in
the Venezuelan affalr and assuring him
of the support of the military companies
of the union if it is necessary to enforee
the Monroe doctrine by war,

The second distriet of the Scranton
Diocesan union compriseg all the Father
Mathew socletles in and about Scran-
tou, numbering about 3000 men nod
paving drilled corps in which are en-
volled nearly one-third of the member-
ship. They would be canable of put-
tinga well diseiplined, thoroughly dvilled
and efficiently officered regiment in the
Neld almoest as coxpeditiously as  the
regular state militie and as s evident

W hen the cheering which followed the
unanhmoung wdoption of the resolution
nud stbislded Thomas MeLain, of the
21 Pauls moved a vote of thanks to
Cuptain Duggan  for  reminding the
conventlon of the omission. Captain
Pggan in turn thanked the gathering
for the courtesy extended him and in
vonciwding # neat lttle speech, sald;
“ A ood Catholic must nesds be n good
cltizen.  Catholie Totu]l Abstinence men
are mmong the best of Catholics, there-
fore they must be among the best of
cltizens for good old mother church
teaches us to be true to the flag even
o death,

When
Chalrman Timothy J. MeCoy called the
medcting 1o order at 230 p, m, every
sl In the hall was taken and addi-
tinral chalrs had to be brought in to
previde for the delegates and spectators
who came In Iwte. The front tlers of
seats were oceupied by the representa-
tives of the ladies’ societies Their
presence In sueh gratifying nuinbers
pramiptesd Delegnte Frank MeLaln, of
thie 2t Paul's, to lnunch a movement
for the formation of a National Catho-
He Total Abstinence union of indies
alng the lines of the Women's Chris-
tHan Temnernnes union, which he held
up i highly worthy of emulation by the
Cutholic women of America. The eons
vention, however, felt that the time
Wid not rloee for the formation of such
 govlety owing to the fact that there
are not o sufficient number of ladies’
gocjetios as yet organized, so the matter
war allowed to rest,
Enfor¢cement of License Law.

The guestion which brought out the
niost andmated discussion was that of
vighlianes committess to gecuare an en-
foreement of the lieense laws, which
wiie Introduced at the last convention
by James F. Judge, of the Diocesan
Index, and which was referred to the
different societles for discussion, The
resolution In full was that a committee
of one from each society be appointed to
henr revorts of violation of the liguor
laws and veport them to the spiritunl
director to he made the subject of legal
netion,

I J. Mulhern, of the 8t. Joseph's. of
Minooka, strenuously obfected to the
measure auEe he belioved it was far
from send Father Mathew
men spyin
loons, which thelr organization bids
them avoid; and further, he did not ap-
prove of psking the gpiritual directors
of gocleties to meddle In a matter which
the luw |= supposed (o attend to, Mr,
Judge, the father of the motion, clalmed
that Mr. Mulhern had 4 wrong concep-
tivi: of the intent of the motion. It was
fio froom higs mind, he sabd, to make
sples out of the Father Mathew men
o to gend them to visit saloong, His
purpose was to have a committee of one
from each soclety to devise a plan for
securing a proper enforcement of the
laws,

The president of the Diocesan union,
J. J. O'Hari, of WHkes-Barre, who oc-
cupled @ #eat on the platform, aroused
My, Judge's ire by remurking that there
was intelligence enough In the conven-
tion to proaperly apprecints the Intent
of the motion, and predicted that it
would be snowed under bheyond resur-
rection,

“It I8 voor grace for the president of
this unlon,” sald Mr. Judee, “to Inter-
fere here to influence this convention,
I think he has overstepped his houneds.”

Mr. O'Hara made no retort, but had
Lhe satisfaction of seelng his prediction
fulfilled.

The Anti- Treating Measure,

The anti-treating measure, which was
another of Mr, Judge's ideax, wag not
considered, One thing, however, which
originated with the aggressive editor
of the Index and which met with favor
at the hands of the convention was the
plan to make honorary members of the
Catholic women who cared to afMlinte
themselves with the total abstinenes
movement by taking the pledge and
promising to discourage drinking as
much as they can, not being expected
however to take any cognizance of the
obnoxious clause In the much discussed
“Appeal to Women' which advises them
(o sacrifice a tippling Jover rather than
risk becoming a drunkard’s wife,

The project to establish a paper to
b the organ of the unlon was 2illed
by a vigorous onslaught = by J. C.
Callagher whe adviz=s the members to
puy up their subscriptions to the tem-
perance papers and freely patronize
the dally papers which are ever reaidy
to lberally give their snace to  the
cause of temperance, John H. Devine,
ex-president of the union, <did not look
kindly upon @ unlon organ and let his
opinions be known In no uncertain
Inngugge. The motlon that passed was
that It 18 the sense of the convention
that it I8 Inexpedient to attempt to
estublish a Diocesan unlon paper.

P. Longstreet was notified
and he visited the residence in the after-
noon, Therebeing no presumption oth-
“r than that death was due to elther
heavt fallure or apoplexy, Dr. Long-
streel, therefore, consldered an Ingquest
unnecessary and he gave a permit for
interment.

Mr. MeGoff leaves a grown up family
of four children.  He was father of
Edward J. Mctoff, clerk in the grocery
store of James J. O'Malley, of Ruilroad
avenue His long life was one of rec-
titude, and he was respected by all who
were acqualnted with him. In his way
he was & quiet, unostentutious citizen,
attentive and devoted to the welfare of
his family.

Congregation Not Aware of liis Death,

He was employeld at the Bellevue
brewker of the Delaware, Lackawunna
and Western as an outside workman,
and had been in the employ of the com-
pany for the past thirty years, He ae-
cumulated viluable property In Belle-
vue,

The majority of the congregation was
not aware of the happening until mass
was over, Very few knew that the man
who was carried out was Kdward Mo-
Goff, for the repose of whose soul the
priest nnd the people offered up thelr
prayers just before the sermon was
preached.
